Q. Do you see in Ryan Phillips' statement, 
as recorded in this exhibit, where he states that 
he requested or -- excuse me, he accepted a friend 
request from Caroline Muirhead? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Is Caroline Muirhead the alias or person 
you were impersonating in order to communicate with 
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Ryan Phillips? 

A. Yes, it was. 

Q. And it's true that Ryan Phillips accepted 
your friend request? 
A. Yes. 

Q- And is it true that you earlier testified 
today that he did not accept your friend request? 

A. No. I said he did not accept my Brooke 
Hundley friend request. He did accept the Caroline 
one. I looked. He didn't have a phone number, and 
that was the extent of my involvement with him on 
Facebook. 

Q. So all of your earlier testimony today 
about the communications and limited scope of your 
communications with Ryan, was that just related to 
you trying to contact him as Brooke Hundley? 

MR. HAYBER: Objection to the form of the 
question. She can't possibly be asked to recall 
every question you asked her. 

MR. BERTRAND: I will withdraw the 

question. 

(BY MR. BERTRAND) : 
Q. Tell me about all your communications 
with Ryan Phillips either as Brooke Hundley or any 
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other person that you impersonated? 

A. I sent friend requests under Brooke 
Hundley Facebook account that he never accepted. 
So then I -- while I was home, I looked at his 
friends. Found somebody, picked a random girl he 
was friends with, built a page -- it just had 
literally her name, Wilton high school. I don't 
know if it had anything other than that, and then a 
photo . 

I didn't put all her -- all of the stuff 
that is actually on her page, and friend requested 
him with the message that said something along the 
lines of, like my parents need to get in touch with 
your mom or dad. I need a home phone number, kind 
of a thing. He accepted that -- didn't reply back 
to the message. I looked at his page. It didn't 
have a number -- didn't have any home phone number 
listed. That was it. 

Q. No other communication? 

A. That is the only contact I had with Ryan 
Phillips . 

Q. Can you continue reviewing down on 
Exhibit 18. The sentence that begins "he went on 
to explain"? 
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A. Yes. 

Q. You see where I am? I am going to read 
into the record. Quote, "He went on to explain 
that on 8-19-09 after the incident in the driveway 
with his mother and -- 11 Excuse me. I'll start 
again. 

"He went on to explain that on 8-19-09 
after the incident in the driveway with his mother 
and Brooke, he received another instant message 
from riotgirr41ife. The message explained that he 
had gone to --that she had gone to their house to 
see how nice it was, and got scared when his mother 
pulled into the driveway. She panicked, then 
accidentally hit her car into the stone pillar in 
the driveway. She then asked him if her mom called 
the police, because she was using her cousin's car 
from California and did not want her family to get 
mad at her . " 

Did you communicate with Ryan Phillips 
about the incident that occurred in the driveway? 
A. No, I didn't. 

Q. Do you have any idea of who this person 
could have been that was communicating with Ryan 
Phillips about this? 
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Craigslist thing, and even Courtney says -- I did 
the Craigslist thing. She responded. I wrote her 
a script and sent it, and we went to the grocery 
store. It was all at once. This leads me to 
believe this was before the second meeting, when I 
was thinking about calling her myself. 

Q. Before you met with Courtney Arp and 
planned to have -- contacted Marni in an attempt to 
have her contact you, had you thought about doing 
it previously? 

A. Not about hiring someone to do it . I 
thought about maybe I could make a phone call to 
her myself. 

Q. Why did you decide not to do it that 

way? 

A. The whole reason I'm doing everything. I 
don 1 1 want Steve coming after me . As soon as I put 
my name in it, God only knows what is going to 
happen to me . I'm dealing with a rapist here. 
It's not like -- This guy's pretty much willing to 
do whatever it takes to shut me up, and has said 
so . 

Q. What is your definition of a rapist? 
A. Somebody who sexually assaults or 
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attempts to sexually assault somebody. 

Q. Was he a rapist just because he grabbed 
your breast? 

A. No. 

Q. Why isn't that rape? 

A. To me, that is just sexual misconduct. 
Once it becomes -- and at that point I told him no. 
I mean, when I -- once you say no and then someone 
does it again, to me that becomes an assault. Once 
the line is drawn that you do not want any sort of 
physical contact. 

Q. Was it a sexual assault the first time 
you met in the Target parking lot? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Was it an assault the second time you met 
in the Target parking hot? 

A. Yes. When he's putting his hands on me, 
and I'm telling him no, I don't want to do this. 
This is not what I'm here for, then yes. Is it to 
the extreme that St. Louis was? No, obviously 
not . 

Q. Why obviously not? 
A. Because that had a lot force and 
aggression, and me being extremely physically hurt 
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
